$30,000 Fellowship From The National 
Endowment For The Humanities 

Dr. Angel Amy-Moreno of RCC has been 
awarded a $30,000 fellowship from the National 
Endowment for the Humanities (NEH). Dr. 
Amy-Moreno was one of only 1 1 faculty mem- 
bers at historically black colleges and universi- 
ties (HBCY's) and other predominantly black 
colleges across the United States to receive a 
grant through the Endowment's Faculty Gradu- 
ate Study Program. 

NATION-WIDE INVITATIONS 

Dr. Ray Turner from the Division of Math, 
Science, and Technology has received several 
important invitations this semester, one from the 
National Science Foundation (NSF). This is the 
third time in three years that Dr. Turner has been 
asked to perform services for the NSF. On one 
occasion, he participated in a publication on the 
future of undergraduate chemistry and on an- 
other occasion, he served as a reviewer for 
undergraduate science proposals. Dr. Turner has 
been invited back to Washington to serve a 



second time as a reviewer. The most exciting 
invitation he has received is to the Gordon 
Research Conference. This science conference 
is highly selective and prestigious. The session 
to which Dr. Turner is invited is on "Innovations 
in College Chemistry". He will present a poster 
entitled "The Use of Visual Stimuli, Language, 
and Analogies to Increase the Competitiveness 
of Students in Pre-College Chemistry Students". 
Finally, Dr. Turner, who is also a Research 
Associate at Tufts University Medical School, 
will attend the Cell Biology Conference in New 
Orleans, LA, sponsored by the American Society 
of Cell Biology in December. 



THE URBAN IMPROV 

Urban Improv, a program of the Freelance 
Players, Inc., has produced original musical 
theater by children and for audiences of all ages 
since 1974. Urban Improv is an innovative 
theatre program designed for inner-city youth 
from ages 8-15. Modeled on the Living Stage, 
the nationally recognized community outreach 
program of Washington, DCs Arena Stage, 
Urban Improv provides 12- week interactive 
workshops to Boston school children, offering 
them the opportunity to deal creatively with the 
major issues in their lives such as family, preju- 
dice, violence, drug abuse, heroes, peer pressure 
and racism. Guided by Urban Improv actors and 
educators, these children gain the chance to 
strengthen their self-esteem and develop a 
positive view of themselves. Urban Improv is in 
its second year of association with the College. 
As part of the Arts & Humanities Artists-In- 
Residents Project, the Urban Improv is currently 
operating out of the Dance Studio of the Media/ 
Arts Building , working with 100 students 
weekly from the Tobin and Farragut Middle 
Schools.

SALVADORAN CHILDCARE WORKERS 
VISIT RCC 

In early November, 20 Salvadoran childcare 
workers visited RCC as part of their six- week 
training in the United States. RCC has had an 
ongoing collaboration with the Institute for 
Training and Development (Amherst) in order to 
train people from other nations in a diversity of 
areas. Silvia Martinez, Acting Chair for Early 
Childhood Education and Scott Mehlenbacher, 
Professor of Mathematics, served as Coordina- 
tors of this educational program which required 
placing the childcare workers in a diversity of 
internship sites, offering them cultural events, 
and bringing in speakers. During their one week 
stay in Boston, the childcare workers interned in 
different public schools, community clinics, day 
care centers and the Office for Children. They 
also had the opportunity to participate in a Child 
Growth and Development class, and to listen to 
Felix Arroyo (School Committee Member) and 
Fernando Juarbe (American Auto Worker's 
Union Chapter President) as they offered their 
perspectives on the education profession here in 
Boston. Furthermore, the highlight of their stay 
was what these Salvadorans offered to our stu- 
dents. These childcare workers gave RCC Early 
Childhood Education students a presentation on 
child caring in El Salvador, war implications 
upon the profession, and caring for children from 
war torn countries. Professors Martinez and 
Mehlenbacher hope to continue participating in 
these international collaborations which give 
trainees a more realistic view of the United 
States while enhancing our students concepts of 
the world.
